Dr. Ford Lewis, assistant minister of the 
First Unitarian Church of Portland, has 
correspondence revealing that just such 
tragic error prompted scrapping-of the 
death penalty in‘ at least two of the six 
States that have forsworn it. 

“Many years ago (in excess of 60) 
the state of Maine did have a capital 
punishment statute which called for 
hanging,” Maine’s Gov.

“In the course of 
applying this statute one of our inmates 
was hanged who afterwards was found 
to be entirely innocent. This unfortunate 
accident was the main reason for doing 
away with capital punishment in this 
state...”
